SOUTH CHAPTER NEWS 
and SOME HISTORY

The Board of Directors, at their September 10th meeting, 
approved the final draft of the revised bylaws for presenta- 
tion to AIA National for their review. The bylaws will be 
presented to the membership for their approval at the annual 
membership meeting in December. The bylaws have been 
rewritten to conform to AIA National’s model bylaws for 
components. Upon approval, the name of the chapter will 
become “AIA Colorado South,” and new membership cate- 
gories will be created to include Student Affiliate, Honorary 
Affiliate, and Friend of AIA Colorado South. 

Work on the bylaws provided a history lesson to the by- 
laws committee and members of the Board. The Colorado 
South Chapter was created in 1968 from what was then the 
Southeastern Section of the Colorado Chapter AIA. The ap- 
plication for Chapter Charter was signed on July 28, 1968 
by nineteen members, including Section President John B. 
TenEyck, AIA, and Section Secretary Walter E. Burgess, 
AIA. On August 22, 1968, members of the Colorado Chap- 
ter voted to relinquish the counties of the Southeastern Sec- 
tion, and on November 19, 1968, Aubrey Brelsford, AIA 
(then president of the Colorado Chapter) was notified by the 
Institute that a charter had been granted to the Colorado 
South Chapter. The Chapter was incorporated in the State 
of Colorado on November 26, 1968. Today, the chapter in- 
cludes 110 members, associates, interns and professional af- 
filiates in the counties of Alamosa, Baca, Bent, Cheyenne, 
Costilla, Crowley, Custer, El Paso, Fremont, Huerfano, 
Kiowa, Kit Carson, Las Animas, Lincoln, Otero, Prowers, 
Pueblo and Teller. 

At the September Board meeting, the Board also voted to 
endorse the November ballot initiative for the El Paso 
County Scientific and Cultural Facilities District. This bal- 
lot initiative will put into place a one-tenth of one percent 
sales tax in El Paso County to provide funding for not-for- 
profit scientific and cultural organizations within the county, 

Members of the Chapter are being encouraged to offer their 
support to promote passage of the District. 

Resident Fellow Jim Franklin, FAIA, presented a work- 
shop on “Success Strategies for Rapidly Changing Times” 
on September 17th during Architecture Awareness Month. 
Also, the Second Annual Membership Art Exhibit, Recep- 
tion and Sale -- Designs by Designers -- took place on Sep- 
tember 24th at the Fountain Valley School. Members of the 
American Institute of Architects, the American Society of 
Landscape Architects, the American Society of Interior De- 
signers, and the Consulting Engineers Council of Colorado 
participated. A Chapter Award for Lifetime Achievment 
was presented to Edward L. Bunts, AIA Emeritus. Mark 
Gelernter, a CU-Boulder professor and member of AIA Col- 
orado’s Board of Directors, was also on hand to display his 
“Electronic Tour of Architecture” which has been put to- 
gether in celebration of AIA Colorado’s centennial year.

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A CALL TO PARTICIPATE

The upcoming six weeks before the November elections 
present Architects in Colorado with an opportunity to help AIA. 

One United States Senator, six members of the U.S. House of 
Representatives, 18 State Senators and 65 members of the 
Colorado House of Representatives will be elected to office on 
November 3. Fully 25% of the State Legislature will be brand, 
spanking new and most members will not know the difference 
between an Architect and a homebuilder or the difference 
between UEC or a UFO. We will have a lot of educating to do 
before the Legislature votes on the first issue affecting architects 
during the next session. 

We can get an early jump on the education process and build 
a bridge between legislators and AIA if you can commit 2-3 
hours between now and November 3. Here’s how you can help: 
make a commitment to work on one political campaign -- 
ideally that campaign would be for your own State Senator or 
Representative. If you don’t find a compatible soul among the 
choices in your district, find a legislator or candidate that you do 
like. Then, pick up the telephone and volunteer to help with 
their campaign. Lots of tasks need to be completed in every 
campaign and help with any of them is appreciated. You can 
address or stuff envelopes, make calls from the phone book, 
walk door to door with the candidate, help organize a neighbor- 
hood coffee or fund-raiser, or put up signs in yards. 

What you do is not nearly as important as doing something. 
That something will elevate you in the eyes of the candidate 
from “constituent” to “friend.” You will become your legisla- 
tor’s expert on issues facing AIA. And, since you will now 
know your legislator, you will feel more comfortable asking 
for his or her vote on OUR issues. 

If you need my help in contacting a candidate, don’t hesitate 
to call me at 832-1061. You may discover that you like this 
“political Stuff.” If you really get hooked on it, you can 
volunteer to serve on the AIA Government Affairs Committee. 
Or, if you are really ambitious, join AIA Colorado’s legislative 
subcommittee that screens bills and meets every Friday morning 
during the legislative session from January through May. This 
has to be AIA’s hardest working group of volunteers and they 
are always looking for new members.

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QUALIFICATION BASED 
SELECTION IS HERE TO STAY!

Chalk one up for our side of the design and 
construction industry! After more than three 
years of meetings, letters, phone calls and 
conferences, the issue of “bidding” design servic- 
es by state agencies appears to be a closed one. 
In an official opinion issued by the State Attorney 
General, the practice of requiring price to be a 
consideration in selecting professionals to do 
state work is in violation of state and federal law. 

When the issue of “bidding” first came to the 
attention of the AIA Colorado's Government 
Affairs Committee, it dealt only with engineering 
services for highway department projects. 
Information available indicated that the Governor 
favored this “bidding” approach to save money. 
The real concern for Architects was that the 
“bidding” process would be adopted by other 
state agencies. In fact, the highway department 
introduced a bill in the 1991 Session of the 
Colorado Legislature that would have changed 
the selection process to bidding. However, AIA 
Colorado Government Affairs quickly joined 
forces with CECC, PEC and others to form a 
successful coalition which “killed” the Highway 
Department's bill. In fact, it became the first bill 
defeated in this year’s legislative session. 

The Highway Department, however, continued 
to require bidding for professional service despite 
the defeat of its bill, relying on an “unofficial” 
opinion of a staff member in the Attorney 
General's office. Because of the stalwart efforts 
of Representative Michelle Lawrence (R Arvada), 
a bill was introduced and carried by Rep. 
Lawrence in the session which would have closed 
the loophole relied on by the Highway Depart- 
ment. Although this bill was unsuccessful, 
Representative Lawrence requested the Attorney 
General to render an official opinion on the state’s 
procurement procedures for Architects and En- 
gineers. 

The opinion is now in and it appears that Rep. 
Michelle Lawrence and the coalition have 
ultimately prevailed. On September 10, 1992, 
Attorney General Gale Norton issued her official 
opinion. The bidding, as required by the Highway 
Commission, was unlawful and illegal. The 
opinion specifically states that selection shall be 
on qualifications, not on price. The document 
goes on to further describe how the law came into 
being, its intent and its validity. 

The Architects and Engineers of Colorado owe 
a great deal of gratitude to Karl Berg, AIA, Donald 
A. Bertram, AIA, Esq., Lawrence Depenbusch, 
AIA, Jerry Johnson (our lobbyist), and Jim Zavist, 
AIA for the untold hours dedicated to this suc- 
cessful three year effort. 


AIA COLORADO & QBS 
COLORADO REPORT 


The QBS Colorado organization supported 
by AIA, CECC and PEC, has been actively pro- 
moting qualifications based selection proce- 
dures for the procurement of engineers and ar- 
chitects. This year the QBS Colorado group 
has: 


Succeded in eliminating price as a criteria in a 
recent City of Aurora engineering request for 
proposal. 


Successfully opposed an attempt by the City of 
Arvada to use price as a criteria in the selection 
of architects on a recent project. 


Provided speakers to recent annual meetings of 
the American Public Works Association in 
Breckenridge and the Colorado Municipal 
League in Ft. Collins. 


Received an invitation to speak before the Inter- 
national Facilities Management Association. 


Has provided QBS information, selection forms 
and procurement recommendations at the re- 
quest of several local governments. 


Is now preparing an introduction to the QBS 
Colorado organization in preparation for a 

speech before the Purchasing Managers Asso- 
ciation. 


Additionally, QBS Colorado has distributed a 
written survey to over 200 local agencies and 
governments asking for information about their 
procurement procedures and their weighting of 
various factors, including costs in their final de- 
cision. To date, approx. 50 responses have 
been received with one or two more trickling 
in every week. The QBS Colorado coordina- 
tor, lla Bishop, has tabulated this survey. The 
summary of the results is available to interest- 
ed AIA members. Please call Karl Berg at 303/

Volunteer advisors from the three sponsoring 
organizations will be contacting local agencies 
and governments to offer procurement proce- 
dure assistance and to promote qualifications 
based selection practices. A training session 
for these volunteer advisors was held in Au- 
gust.

LEGISLATIVE UPDATE

In its continuing effort to represent the Architects of Colorado before the 
State Legislature, the Government Affairs Committee reviews all legisla- 
tion as itis introduced and then takes the appropriate action on select- 
ed issues. Below are brief synopsis of bills which were enacted that 
affect Architects, the practice of Architecture and/or the Architect as a 
business. 


HEALTH LAW (SB 114): Concerning Health Care Coverage: Creates the 
Small Employer Health Insurance Availability Program and the Colorado Cost 
Containment Commission; describes the program and the membership of such 
commission; other changes. Generally effective 6/2/92; see bill for details. 


ENVIRONMENTAL LAW (SB 173): Concerning Measures to Further Re- 
duce Wood Smoke Emissions: (25-7-407): On and after January 1, 1992, re- 
quires any new or remodeled fireplace installed in any dwelling in a wood- 
burning limitation area to be either a gas appliance, an electric device, or a fire- 
place insert that meets stringent wood stove emission standards; sunsets Jan. 
1, 1993; provides for recognition of local municipal ordinances and building 
codes. Effective May 27, 1992. 


LABOR & EMPLOYMENT LAW (HB 1022): Concerning Disclosure of Infor- 
mation About an Employee’s Job Performance: (8-2-114); Provides that any 
employer which, upon request by a prospective employer or a current or former 
employee, provides fair and unbiased information about the employee's job per- 
formance shall be presumed to be acting in good faith and shall be immune 
from civil liability for such disclosure and the consequences of such disclosure; 
provides for rebuttal of the presumption; requires that the employer providing 
written information send a copy to the last known address of the employee; and 
other changes. Effective April 29, 1992. 


REAL ESTATE (HB 1168): Concerning Judicial Referral of Civil Disputes 
to Ancillary Forms of ADR: (38-35-110): Allows any party to a title action to 
record a notice of lis pendens; provides that any notice of lis pendens which 
does not cease to be in effect or is not re-recorded shall expire and cease to be 
notice six years after the date of its recording or two years after the effective 
date of the bill, whichever is later. Effective March 20, 1992. 


ALTERNATIVE DISPUTE RESOLUTION ("ADR") (HB 1291): Concerning Ju- 
dicial Referral of Civil Disputes to Ancillary Forms of ADR: (13-22-302): Al- 
lows a court, in its discretion, to refer any case for mediation or ADR, subject to 
availability; allows the court to exempt from referral any case in which a party 
files a motion objecting to mediation and demonstrating compelling reasons why 
mediation should not be ordered; lists compelling reasons; provides that such 
referral shall not apply in any civil action where injunctive or similar equitable re- 
lief is the only remedy sought; other changes. Effective June 2, 1992. 


LOCAL GOVERNMENT (HB 1263): Colorado S-Corporation Income Tax 
Act: (32-22-320): Provides that each resident shareholder of an S corporation 
Shall include such shareholder's pro rate of the S corporation's income in filing a 
personal shareholder's pro rata share of the S corporation's income in filing a 
personal income tax return; provides that nonresident shareholders shall either 
sign an agreement to file a return and pay their pro rata share of income tax due 
or the S corporation shall file a return and pay the income taxes due from non- 
resident shareholders; other changes. Effective April 16, 1992 for taxable years 
beginning on or after January 1, 1992.

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A Few Words on CAD 
(or is it CADD?)

Have you noticed how more and more people are dropping one of the D's in the 
CADD (Computer Aided Design and Drafting) acronym? The question is, 
which ”D” have they dropped? My bet is on Design. In discussions with pro- 
fessionals in the industry, it seems that architects are choosing to use computers 
for drafting about 10 times as often as they choose to use it for design. 


Why is it that architects are choosing not to use CADD for design? It seems 
that most architects feel that CADD is too cumbersome and requires too precise 
of input to be an effective design tool. This may be true in attempting to origi- 
nate a concept. Even I, a 10 year CADD veteran and long time proponent of 
the use of CADD as a design tool, when set upon the task of designing my own 
residence, drew a blank when confronted with a blinking cursor on a blank 19” 
monitor. 


With Mont Blanc in hand I retreated to my hidden stash of cocktail napkins and 
yellow trace. Once armed with a concept and a fist full of yellow trace sketches 
I again took up my mouse and etched a phosphorous line across the blank moni- 
tor, all the while nervously glancing over my shoulder, hoping no associate 
would notice the yellow trace. 


I quickly massed the design in 3d, rotated it, and rendered it in perspective from 
15 different vantage points. It was soon apparent that the massing proportions 
and relationships were not what I had seen in my minds eye. Using CAD, I 
stretched, moved and rotated objects until my vision of what this design wanted 
to be was regained. 


I worked in a CADD file that composited floor plans with model, complete 
with interiors. This brought about an early and complete understanding of the 
relationship of plan, section and elevation. Bad ideas were quickly obvious. 
Previously unconsidered design opportunities became readily apparent. I occa- 
sionally sketched too quickly explore alternatives and then tested them on 
CADD. 


Is there a compelling reason to turn to CADD as a design tool? I think so. Ex- 
clusively? Probably not. CADD can assist the designer in resolving three di- 
mensional issues more easily, expeditiously and accurately than using either 
hand drawn sketches or study models as well as providing the designer with a 
greater understanding of the project. Concepts still seem to develop more easily 
using pen and paper. Both are tools each with its strengths, each with its limita- 
tions. Do yourself and your clients a service, experiment with CADD for de- 
sign; lets see if it's CADD or just CAD for you!
